LONDON,

8 0—Sir Oliver 
Lodge, one of the most popular 
lecturers in England, particularly 
when he speaks on scientific sub­ 
jects, recently made an address be­ 
fore a meeting of men In Whlte- 
fleld’s tabernacle, during which he 
said that, owing to the brevity of 
human measures of time, things 
sometimes appeared to be going 
slowly In the world when really 
they were not. 
He had been Impressed In several 
ways of late with the belief that the 
tide w as turning and that import­ 
ant things were seriously going to 
improve. 
This generation was living In one 
of the great epochs of history, the 
nation had Just come well out of 
another 
testing 
experience. 
We 
were not yet out of the wrood, but 
we were beginning to see daylight. 
He did not see why some of the 
young people of today should not 
11%'e to see the world almost a sort 
of earthly paradise. 
The physical world, he said, re­ 
volved, 
and 
recurred, 
but 
the 
psychic world 
progressed 
toward 
something nobler and better. Our 
material bodies were 
temporary, 
but the self, once grown, w as not 
temporary. 
There was no limit to the destiny 
In store for each individual. 
The 
human race had not been long in 
existence on this planet, and this 
planet 
might 
have 
hundreds 
of 
millions of years yet to live. 
The sun was not likely to go out. 
A number of years ago he would 
not have said that with confidence. 
It was now known that what cau s­ 
ed the sun’s heat w as the turning 
of matter Into energy. Though the 
sun must lose In order to keep up 
its radiation 4.000,000 tons a sec­ 
ond, it would have lost only one 
per cent of Its substance in 1000 
million years. He thought we should 
see—though this was speculation— 
radiation going hack 
into matter 
again and reforn/ng systems of 
worlds. 
Matter did not last for 
ever.

There have been many — too many — plans set afoot 
fo r getting early action looking tow ard the calling 
of a new bond election for the harbor. 
Divergent views have been expressed, and some of 
them seem to be taken by the public as authoritative 
when, as a m atter of fact, they are merely personal 
opinion. 
There has been some bitterness expressed 
by some who ought to have restrained their tongues 
and pens. 
This is a land that abides by election re­ 
sults, and when an election is over with there ought 
to be no resentment, especially when resentment harm s 
o ne’s cause. 
W hen the law grants a second hearing 
before the public, as it does in bond elections, it is the 
part of good citizenship to keep on 
working for 
bringing about the thing sought— either bringing it 
abo ut or reaching a point where abandonm ent is 
thought advisable. 
The harbo r pro ject by no means 
is to be abandoned. 
It seems to us that plans for future action are now 
up to the County H arbor Commission. 
The m atter 
is before that commission by reason o f the fact that 
the Board of Supervisors has re-appointed it and has 
made it possible for it to proceed with a review o f the 
situation. No one besides this commission has autho r­ 
ity to say when an election, if any , will be held. 
Since the commission has not met, no plans have been 
made by it, and no one is in a position to say what 
is to be done next. 
No one can say whether it would 
take $6 5 0,000 or $75 0,000 or $8 5 0,000 to fix the 
entrance now that the old jetty has been given a few 
months additional pounding by the seas. 
Let us proceed with plans for harbo r work quietly 
and sanely . 
Those who use threats o f retribution— 
and, they are few— are putting logs in the way of 
progress.

The reduction comes near eliminat­ 
ing the big increase made necessary while fighting 
the w ar and liquidating it afterward. 
Executive 
heads say little or nothing more can be done along 
that line. 
The departments are still overmanned, as public 
departm ents usually are, compared with’ private bus­ 
iness institutions. 
But there is the civil service sy s­ 
tem to check extensive weeding out, and there are 
politicians, in the departm ent? and in Congress, al­ 
way s ready to fight to keep party members on the 
pay roll. 
« 
An interesting policy , however, is said to have been 
adopted by the canny and economical Mr. Coolidge. 
He “ lets nature run her course.” 
Federal employ ees 
are alway s dropping out of themselves, by death and 
resignation. 
The losses from these natural causes 
are said to amount to thousands a y ear. 
The policy 
is, in such cases, to replace very few of those lost. 
Thus the pay roll can be steadily reduced without in­ 
viting political trouble. 
It is a good process, if none more drastic can be 
found. 
Generally speaking, as efficient adminis­ 
trators have observed more than once at Washing­ 
ton, the fewer people there are paid to do the gov­ 
ernm ent’s work, the better it can be done.
